Another large area of land in south- 
ern Alberta has been brought under 
irrigation during the last few days 
when water was turned into the main 
ditch of the Canada Land and Irriga- 
tion company, cast of the Little Bow 
Reservoir,- for irrigating what is 
known as the Vauxhall district, where 
5,000 acres of land purchased by set- 
tlers from the United States, will be 
put into crop this year. The water 
will be ready for use on the farms. 


Water was turned. into the main 
ditch from the Bow river intake, 40 
miles east of Calgary, a year ago last 
fall, and since then the huge resétwoir 
in the Shake Valley, known as Lake 
McGregor, which is nine miles long 
and holds enough water to run the 
entire project for a year, has been 
filled. “Some weeks ago, water was 
turned from this reservoir into the 
main ditch to the east, and the reser- 
voir at Little Bow, which holds 
enough for a month’s operations, was 
filled. Now the water has been 
‘turned out into the ditches from this 
reservoir. 

The turning of the water into the 
ditches marks the successful culmina- 
tion of an engineering project which 
has been :n course of development for 
a number of years. It is ten years or 
more since the project was first un- 
dertaken, and since then it has been 
through various reorganizations and 
changes, . until it culminated in the 


‘amalgamation of three distinct com- 


panics into the Canada Land and Ir- 
tigation company. The main ditch of 
the project is 175 miles long, and from 
this it is ultimately planned to irri- 
gate 220,000 acres of land.

Unskilled Workers 
Are Well Paid 


Sugar Plantation Workers in Hono- 
lulu Get Big Bonus 

With sugar selling at 19.50 cents a 
pound, the monthly bonus rate which 
is being paid to sugar plantation lab- 
orers in Hawaii amounts to 345 per- 
cent of the wage rate, or a daily wage 
rate of $3.42 for the lowest paid un- 
skilled laborer. In other words the 
laborer who receives a basic wage of 
$20 a month is now heing paid $69 
a month, the $21 man is being paid 
79.34, and the $24 man is being paid 
If sugar goes to 20 cents, the 
lowest paid unskilled laborer will re- 
ceive $71 in wages and bonus. Under 
the Hawaiian plan, the laborer is paid 
his wages and 75 percent of his bon- 
us cach month, the remaining 25 per- 
cent of the bonus being retained for 
him until the ‘end of the bonus year.

Carnival of Crime in the City of Chi- 
cago 

One hundred murdeg cases — the 

iggest homicide calendar ever given 

a criminal court in the United States 

—have just been placed in the hands 

of six Chicago judges. 

Two judges who, in the past, have 
heard nothing but murder cases in the 
Chicago Criminal Court, have had to 
appeal for help, and four additional 
judges have been added to clear up 
the violent maze. 

Henry Barrett Chamberlain, head 
of the Chicago Crime Commission, 
explained the carnival of crime as be- 
ing the most forcible example on re- 
cord of the need of Americanizatioa 
of the alien elements.

Swift Current, Sask.—Jacob Fries- 
en, head of the Mennonite colony 
south of Swift Current, left a few 
days ago for Mississipps to make the 
final arrangements in connection with 
removal of the Mennonites from this 
district to settle upon lands in the 
squthern states. Upon the result of 
Mr, Friesen’s negotiations rests the 
final decision concerning the migra- 
tion of the Mennonites from Swift 
Current district, where they own 150,- 
000 acres of the “very best farming 
lands. - Before leaving, Mr. Friesen 
stated that no papers had yet been 
signed guaranteeing special privileges 
to his people by the United States 
authorities. : If these special privileg- 
cs were not forthcoming the arrange- 
ments. for moving- to -Mississippi 
would be at‘an end: and the colony 
would then reconsider a proposal. to 
move to Brazil. Inthe meantime, the 
Mennonites are receiving offers-from 
several quartérs for the land they 
contemplate vacating, Following an 
offer from an American syndicate re- 
cently, efforts are now being made by

* Ottawa—Profite ¢ of racing associa- 
tions are limited according to the am- 
ount bet on each race by a provision 
of the amendments to the criminal 
code in the commons, by Hon. G J 
Doherty. 

‘These additions provide that bet- 
ting shall be by the pari-mutuel sys- 
tem only, and that profits of race- 
track owners shall be limited to 7 per 
cent of the amount bet on cach race 
where that amount is under $20,000. 

On all amounts over $20,000 and 
under $30,000 the percentage is re- 
stricted to six percent. 

In each tase the percentage of the 
racing club or association is to be 
governed by the total amount col- 
lected by the mutuel system. There 
is also a change in regard to the 
breaks which the association is allow- 
ed to retain. They will be allowed 
to retain a percentage, a multiple of 
five percent, over and above the earn- 
ings. There will be an official at 
each track to sce that no bets are 
accepted after the-horses come to the 
post in each race, when the machines 
must be locked, and in that way it 
is aimed to check any attempt at 
fraud. Racing, as a result of this, 
will be cleaner. : 

All the present conditions regard- 
ing the operation of the betting on 
racetracks, with regard to the number 
of days of racing, ete,, are continued 
in force, and the provision that pari- 
mutuels alone shall be used and that 
profits shall be restricted as above 
are added to the present charges.
